And the thankless job of being its guardian belonged to a middle-aged
man who had struggled through life as men do and who had married .

Then one day the noble stork flow in through the window and
deposited fts precious burden upon the shabby crib—just an ordinary-
looking baby, to be sure—but you just can't always judge by looks. !
The guardian of the poorhouse and his wife talked it over and decided '
that this young hopeful of theirs should be named Timothy, and so he
was christened. His last name was Healy, and it wasn’t long before the
“othy" wae dropped in favor of just plain “Tim.” |
And that was the start of Tim|~——— ——
Healy, who lived to wag the sharpest
tongue in Ireland—who grew out of
the obscurity of the poorhouse
shadows to the brginiest, most bril-
Yant and witty of the original band
of Parnell's Home Rulers, electrify-
ing his fellow associates, dazzling
Ireland from coast to coast and ter-
rifying England with his werds,

Tim Talked His Way
Into British Parliament

He was born in 18565 and twenty-
soven years later he was a member
of Parliament.

Some years ago, when the Irish
question was being discussed be-
